DANVILLE, Ill, Oct. 31.—Fred Garner, 
son of a politically prominent family, 
was arrested here today by Sheriff Hel- 
mick in connection with the investiga- 
tion into the death of Mrs. Elsie Coch- 
ran, who was found shot to death in an 
open field Friday. 
\: The Sheriff's action followed the re- 


eae of the police to arrest Garner on 


The Sheriff acted without a 

but on instructions from the 
State’s\.Attorney’s office. The Assistant 
State’s \Attorney says that Garner is 
“held fdr investigation.” 

Since Mrs. Cochran’s body was found 
in an open field’ last Friday evening, 
beaten and shot, much of the cumulative 
information gathered by the authorities 
has gone to show that the horse and 
buggy were Garner’s. He says that if 
the rig was used thé night of the murder 
he- did not know it. 

Garner, who is a member of a family 
prominent in politics in Danville, was 
held for a short time,-earlier in the day, 
but was reléased on orders from Chiet 
of Police Schaffer, who said there was 
no evidence. then on which to hold him. 

Bruises on Garner’s Sody. 

While in temporary custody Garner 
was taken to the office of State’s At- 
torney John Newman. There Garner 
was stripped. Two fresh bruises were 
found on,his body, one on the right side 
of his chest and the other on the abdo- 
men. 

In explanation of these; he said, that 

he was driving home in his buggy Fri- 
day night, the night after the murder, 
and that the buggy struck a telegraph 
pole, throwing him forward against the 
dashboard. It was in this collision with 
the telegraph pole that a shaft of thé 
buggy was broken, he said. 
“Garner is about235 years old, 6 feet tall 
and weighs 190 pounds. When a Post- 
Dispatch. reporter asked@tim for a state- 
ment Monday he said: “Lll,not talk 
about this case. The State's Aftorney 
has my written statement.” 

“T have no written statement from 
Garner,” said Newman, “Garner..made 
only -a verbal statement, in which «he 
said that-he was out with his buggy 
Thursday night, that he returned home 
at 10:30 p. m. and went to bed and that 
if his buggy was used later that night 
someone must have taken it from the 
stable without his knowledge. He said 
that he did not know Mrs. Cochran.”

Motorman A. J. Brown, who lost his 
position a week ago because of his at- 
tentions to Mrs. Cochran, says that he 
last saw her Thursday afternoon. She 
told “*him that she had an engagement 
for that night, but did not say with 
whom.

FLYERS SORRY CUP RACE 
| WASN'T HELD IN ST. LOUIS 





Aviators Say Wind, Is Too Choppy on Atlantic 
Coast and Conditions Here Are Better Gener- 
ally for International Contest.

Bureau to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—St. Louis is the 
best place in the United States, if not 
in the world, to hold an international 
aviation meet, according to the aviators 
who have taken part in the contests at 
Belmont Park. | | | 

The flyers, especially the foreigners, 
are indignant at the conditions they 
have had to meet here. Aside from the 
fact that the prevailing winds on the 
Atlantic seaboard, in sharp contrast to 
those of St. Louis and the Middle West, 
are an obstacle to aviation, the birdmen 
are criticising the way in which the 
Aero Club managed the first interna- 
tional meet in this country. 


made flights in St. Louis and in the 
Middle West claim that it would have 
been much wiser had St. Louis been 
chosen, especially at this time of the 
year, when“ winds along the. Atlantic 
Coast are so high and treacherous for 
haeroplane fiving. Le Blanc, who was 
France’s st-onges; hope for winning the 
Gordon Bennett speed trophy. was the 
most arden: to protest that the place 
selected for the international. aviation 
meet wag unfair for an event of that 
character. 

Le Blanc, who is the-greatest track 
racer with an aeroplane in the world, 
had run an almost perfect race Satur- 
day en, after the nineteenth lap, 
while speeding at the rate of. 80 miles 
an hour, his machine collided with a 
telegraph pole which was about 200 feet 
to the right of the course. He had 
predicted that there were too many 
obstacles to permit an aviator to feel 
safe at Belmont Park. Added to the 
‘bad course was the high wind which 
the race had to be flown in. Le Blanc, 
who made rome very successful aero- 
plane flights at St. Louis before taking 
part in the international balloon race 
from that city, said today that he found 
conditions in the Middle West almost 
-i@eal for flying. 
' Better Weather at St. Louis. 

“T think it would have been much 
better if the international aviation meet 
had been held at St. Louis, where I 
made flights under favorable condi- 
tions,’’ remarked Le Bianc. “I ‘should 
think, judsing from. the surrounding 
country and from my personal experi- 
ence, the weather conditions are more 
suitable at this time of the year at St. 
Louls than around New York.

John B. Moisant, the young American 
who through ¢pluck and courage saved 
the day for the American aviators, was 
also of the opinion. that St. Louis might 
have made a better place for the meet. 


in the. United States would have of- 
fered better conditions at this: time of 
the year than New York,” explained 
Moisant. “Not that I would deny New 
York an aviation meet, but because the 
Americans want a chance to keep the 
cup in this country. Their chances were 
not helped any by the location of the 
aerodrome where the meet was held. I 


fered a good place ‘because the Post- 
Dispatch and the World are offering a 
$30,000 prize for a flight from St. Louis 
to New York. This 1000-mile cross- 
country aerial trip could’ have been 
made a grand climax and finale of the 
meet if held in the former city. 

“Naturally an aviator woul: want to 
start from the west if he undertook to 
win the -$30,000 prize. The prevailing 
direction of the winds would make such 
a choice preferable.”’

NAT GOODWIN AT THE CENTURY. 

“The Captain,’’ the George Broadhurst 
and C. T. Dazey -farce-comedy, with 
Nat C. Goodwin in the title part, which 
began a week’s engagement at the Cen- 
tury Theater Sunday evening, has much 
of genuine humor with an occasional 
resort to slapstick tactics that robs it 
of some of its effectiveness, 

The play starts with a really funny 
and well-conceived first act, moves 
smoothly and pleasingly through the

The main story of ‘“‘The Captain” is a 
tale of the American occupation 
of Manila.

- WORK FOR MISSOURI. 
~ As reported by F.:H. Newell, director. of the 
United States Reclamation Service, work now 
‘under way in the West is to cost $63,208,000. Mr. 
‘Newell says that the money invested in_these 
projects is sure to be. returned as no under- 
g-of the kind has yet proved a failure and 
‘In every instance the land benefited has increased 
in Value from 400 to 500 per cent. The expendi- 
tures the coming year will run up to $7,000,000. 
° Important as this reclamation work is* and 
successful as it has beén_and promises to be, 
it is true that the States have been as back- 
ward in such development as the Federal Govern- 
ment has been forward. In’ only the Southeastern’ 
part of the State has there been any activity 
in’ Missouri. The results there are astonishing 
enough. They appear in the census . returns. 
Lands there that, undrained, could not be sold 
at $1 an acre are now valued at upwards of $126. 
This season’s corn crop from them averages 
nearly 70 bushels to.the acre, when half that is 
a fair crop on ordinary Jand. 
This simple demonstration is enough to. tempt 
a’ State, disturbed over its census figures, to a 
careful investigation. . Missouri could well ‘use

The consumption of beer increased from 1,100,- 
gallons produced and consumed in 1897, 
as against 1,800,000,000 gallons consumed in 1907.
